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There  are  no  short-term  recovery 
prospects  alone  the  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast 
m  the  aftermath  of  Katrina.  As  news  cycles 
come  and  go,  the  needs  of  Mississippi 
Baptist  churches  damaged  in  the  hurricane 
will  be  forgotten  by  many. 

There  is,  however,  an  opportunity  for 
individuals,  churches,  associations,  and 
state  conventions  to  develop  long-lasting 
relationships  with  those  needy  churches 
through  the  Adopt  a  Church  ministry. 

Adopt  a  Church  is  a  new  ministry  in 
which  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board  (MBCB),  in  cooperation  with  the 
North  American  Mission  Board  (NAMB)  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  is  striving 
to  help  churches,  associations,  and  state 
conventions  in  the  affected  area  link 
with  churches  across  the  continent  in 
"restoring"  partnerships. 

Churches  are  needed  to  "adopt"  congrega¬ 
tions  whose  facilities  were  badly  damaged  or 
destroyed.  Adopt  a  Church  coordinators  are 
asking  for  the  adopted  period  to  be  between 
12-24  months,  as  the  adopted  church  strug¬ 
gles  to  get  back  to  normal.  Many  churches 
will  have  not  one  adopting  church  partner, 
but  numerous  adopters.  This  will  allow  more 
churches  to  participate  and  help  spread  the

"Of  course,  the  problem  was  that  a  lot  of 
the  churches  needing  help  didn't  have 
Internet  access,"  said  Prather,  "but  if  a 
church  contacted  us  by  any  other  means, 
we'd  fill  out  a  form  for  them  so  we'd  have 
their  information." 

There  have  been  several  different  methods 
for  assessing  the  needs  of  churches.  First, 
the  Care  Response  Team  is  made  up  of 
MBCB  directors  and  consultants  who  went

NEW  ORLEANS  (BP)  —  New  Orleans  Seminary  (NOBTS)  will 
launch  a  major  volunteer  cleanup  initiative  on  Oct.  31,  giving 
Southern  Baptists  an  opportunity  to  assist  with  the  restoration  ana 
renewal  of  on-campus  housing  at  NOBTS.  Volunteers  will  assist  in 
a  comprehensive  cleanup  and  restoration  of  all  second-  and  third- 
floor  apartments  on  campus,  from  Oct.  31  until  the  job  is  complet¬ 
ed.  The  seminary's  insurance  will  only  reimburse  NOBTS  for 
restoration  work  on  the  contaminated  fust  floors  of  campus  resi¬ 
dences.  These  first-floor  apartments,  contaminated  with  mold  and 
mildew,  are  currently  being  professionally  sanitized  and  restored. 
The  plan  includes  three  phases:  cleanup  of  remaining  items  in 
apartments,  cleaning  and  repainting,  and  restoring  apartment  floor¬ 
ing.  NOBTS  will  provide  two  meals  per  day  and  arinking  water  for 
volunteers.  A  sleeping  area  also  be  provided,  but  volunteers  must 
bring  bedding,  towels,  a  daily  change  of  clothes  (washers  and  dry¬ 
ers  are  not  available),  and  breakfast  snacks.  Volunteers  must  be  18 
and  older  and  insurance  is  required.  The  seminary  has  arranged  an 
insurance  provider  for  volunteers;  coverage  can  be  purchased  for  a 
few  cents  per  day.

DALLAS  (BP)  —  As  people  begin  to  rebuild  their 
lives  in  the  wake  of  Hurricanes  Katrina  and  Rita, 
two  dozen  retired  ministers  and  widows  have  qual¬ 
ified  for  emergency  grants  ranging  from  $500  to 
$2,000  from  GuideStone  Financial  Resources'  Adopt 
An  Annuitant  program. 

In  the  wake  of  Hurricane  Katrina,  GuideStone 
staff  began  contacting  Adopt  An  Annuitant  recipi¬ 
ents  to  check  on  their  situation  and  offer  help. 

"We've  provided  extra  assistance  to  about  25 
people,"  said  John  Ambra,  GuideStone's  director  of 
development.  "That  support  has  helped  them  in 
meeting  insurance  deductibles,  replacing  lost  food, 
cleanup  assistance  and  replacing  shingles  on  the 


roof.  In  fact,  we  paid  for  metal  sheeting  that  ripped 
off  one  of  our  participant's  roofs." 

"The  best  news  is  none  of  the  annuitants  we  cur¬ 
rently  help  have  lost  their  lives,"  Ambra  said. 

One  of  the  annuitants  assisted  by  GuideStone's 
emergency  financial  aid  was  Mary  Hodges  of 
McComb.  During  Katrina's  landfall  and  deluge  on 
her  home  in  southwest  Mississippi,  Hodges  said 
she  went  from  room  to  room  in  her  house  praying 
God  would  protect  her  property  and  her  church. 

"The  Lord  was  with  me  and  I  did  not  get 
afraid,"  she  said,  "and  not  a  limb  fell  on  the  house. 
It  was  miraculous."

Terr^,  whose  service  to  the  seminary  has  spanned  over  37  years,  said  he  would  assume  a  "semi- 
retired  '  status  Dec.  31  and  will  continue  to  work  for  the  seminary  part-time.  He  will  remain  chairman 
of  the  seminary's  centennial  celebration  committee,  which  is  preparing  events  for  Southwestern's 
anniversary  in  2008. 

Once  the  dean  of  the  religious  education  school  at  Southwestern,  Terry  moved  into  the  role  of  vice 
president  and  began  fundraising  for  several  building  projects,  including  the  construction  of  the  Ray  I. 
Riley  Alumni  Center  and  the  Jack  W.  MacGorman  Conference  Center,  home  of  Southwestern's  Center 
for  Leadership  Development. 

This  summer.  Fort  Worth  Business  Press  recognized  Terry  as  one  of  Fort  Worth's  outstanding  mentors.

"The  check  makes  the  difference  in  what  I  am 
able  to  eat,  compared  to  what  I  could  have  without 
it,"  she  said,  adding  that  the  difference  in  the  sup¬ 
plemental  income  she  receives  through  the  Adopt 
An  Annuitant  program  means  the  difference 
between  eating  beans  or  eating  meat. 

Hodges  said  that  her  neighborhood  and  city  are 
beginning  to  rebound.  A  group  from  Missouri  came 
down  and  cut  up  fallen  tree  limbs  and  trucks  carted 
off  the  debris. 

"We're  getting  in  good  shape,"  Hodge$  said.  "It's 
starting  to  look  like  people  live  here  instead  of  a 
war  zone." 

Ambra  said  the  Adopt  An  Annuitant  program 
has  been  able  to  provide  emergency  grants  to  recip¬ 
ients  like  Hodges  because  of  the  generosity  of 
Southern  Baptists  who  give  to  the  Adopt  An 
Annuitant  program. 

The  program  provides  financial  support  for  near¬ 
ly  2,500  retired  Southern  Baptist  ministers  or  their 
widows  whose  income  is  insufficient  to  meet  their 
daily  needs.  Qualifying  individuals  receive  $200  a 
month  and  qualifying  couples  receive  $265  a 
month.  The  Adopt  An  Annuitant  program  can 
accept  a  gift  of  any  amount,  and  nothing  is  taken 
out  for  administrative  costs.  One  hundred  percent 
is  used  to  help  someone  in  need. 

"The  faithfulness  of  our  donors  is  the  reason  we 
are  prepared  to  respond  in  emergency  situations," 
Ambra  said.  "Because  of  that  support,  we've  been 
able  to  provide  additional  funds  to  help  with  the 
unexpected  needs  our  recipients  have  faced,  and 
we've  had  the  privilege  of  Being  able  to  give  some 
comfort  to  folks  who  were  dealing  with  tough  cir¬ 
cumstances."  ^

Earthquake  survivors  look  to  So.  Baptists 


ISLAMABAD,  Pakistan  (BP) 
—  As  an  earthquake  brutally 
shook  under  his  feet,  Awal 
Khan  left  his  goats  in  the 
mountains  and  rushed  home, 
only  to  find  his  house  a  mass  of 
rubble.  His  wife  and  12-year- 
old  daughter  had  been  inside. 

"The  walls  and  roof  of  the 
house  caved  in  on  them,"  Khan 
said.  "I  took  them  and  buried 
them.  I  dragged  them  out,  and 
now  they  are  in  the  cemetery." 

A  Southern  Baptist  disaster 
relief  assessment  team  found 
Khan  standing  on  the  edge  of  a 
road  situatea  high  above  the 
town  where  his  home  once  was. 
Reaching  the  town  was  not 
easy.  Living  in  it  right  now  is 
even  harder.  Shelter,  food,  and 
medical  care  are  scarce  in  this 
town,  which  prior  to  the  earth¬ 
quake  had  served  as  a  supply 
hub  for  surrounding  villages. 

"Southern  Baptist  workers 
have  assessed  many  of  the 
affected  areas  and  are  respond¬ 
ing,"  said  Philip  Monroe  (not  his 
real  name),  a  Southern  Baptist 
disaster  relief  specialist  serving 
in  Asia.  "The  vast  majority  of  the 
seriously  affected  areas  are 
accessible  only  by  helicopter, 
long  walks  on  foot  or  long,  dan¬ 
gerous  drives  in  vehicles. 

Khan's  townTs  one  of  sever¬ 
al  hard-to-reach  places  where 
Southern  Baptist  aid  workers 
will  focus  their  relief  efforts. 

"If  you  don't  have  anything 
to  meet  your  physical  needs, 
you  can't  hear  anything  that 
meets  your  spiritual  needs," 
Southern  Baptist  ^worker  Josie 
Gabdon*  said.  "By  meeting 
their  physical  needs,  we  really 
open  up  an  avenue  to  meet 
their  spiritual  needs." 

Southern  Baptist  workers 
began  distributing  more  than 
13  tons  of  food  staples  to  the 
town's  survivors  on  Oct.  18. 
About  30,000  people  live  in  the 
area.  About  600  died  there. 

Everything  lost

Ackerman  (not  his  real 
name).  "He  has  only 
his  clothes.  He  doesn't 
have  anything  else.  He 
couldn't  salvage  any¬ 
thing  out  of  his  house. 

"The  people  down 
the  way  are  the  worst 
affected.  Eight  kilome¬ 
ters  down,  the  road  is 
closed.  Their  biggest 
concern  is  that  the  relief 
won't  get  to  them,  that 
it  will  only  get  to  where 
the  road  stops." 

A  7.6-magnitude 
earthquake  shook 
buildings  from  central 
Afghanistan  to  western 
Bangladesh  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  Oct.  8.  Pakistan's 
northwest  frontier  and 
the  region  of  Kashmir 
were  nardest-hit.  On 
the  Indian  side  of 
Kashmir,  about  1,350 

People  died.  In 
akistan,  more  than 
39,400  have  been  con¬ 
firmed  dead  with  esti¬ 
mates  reaching  as  high 
as  54,000  casualties. 
Thousands  more  have 
been  injured,  and  the 
United  Nations  esti¬ 
mates  that  two  million 
are  homeless. 

"As  with  the  tsuna¬ 
mi  disaster,  the 
response  will  be  both 
difficult  and  extend 
over  a  period  of  time," 

Monroe  said.  "At  this 
point,  the  greatest 
need  for  the  victims'  of 
the  earthquake  is  for 
temporary  shelter  that 
will  carry  them 
through  the  cold,  bit¬ 
ter  months  ahead. 

"Already,  we  have 
daily  rains,  and  snow¬ 
falls  are  beginning  to 
blanket  some  of  the 
affected  areas.  The 

second  greatest  need  - 

will  be  for  food  and  medical 
assistance  that  will  also  sus¬ 
tain  them  through  these  diffi¬ 
cult  months." 

- ,  Southern  Baptist 

workers  based  in 
South  Asia  began 
helping  earthquake 
victims  the  day  after 
the  quake. 

"Some  of  our  folks 
have  flown  into 
affected  areas  and 
have  trekked  to  some 
of  the  wounded," 
Monroe  said.  "They 
have  assisted  botn 
governmental  and 
non-governmental 
agencies  in  assessing 

■  the  conditions  of 
some  of  the  sites  that 
have  been  affected. 

"We're  also  assisting 
other  Great  Commis¬ 
sion  Christians  in  their 
mission  to  provide 
medical  assistance.  We 
have  been  supplying 
two  hospitals  with 
medical  supplies."

Bringing  hope 

Spending  a  cold  night  in  40- 
degree  temperatures  was  worth 
the  result:  The  team  seemed  to 
bring  hope  to  the  mountain  vil¬ 
lage,  Gabdon  said. 

"I  think  that  our  being  able 
to  get  the  patients  down-coun¬ 
try  brought  a  renewed  energy 
to  the  villagers,  because  tne 
next  day  they  were  back  work¬ 
ing,"  she  said.  "They  were  tak¬ 
ing  the  tin  off  of  the  school  to 
use  for  their  homes.  The  overall 
feeling  for  the  villagers  the  next 
day  was  that  there  is  still  hope, 
because  we  had  taken  care  of 
the  real  sick  ones.  Things 
looked  a  little  bit  lighter." 

The  first  team  of  Southern 
Baptist  volunteers  arrived  in 
Pakistan  on  Oct.  21. 

"We  are  currently  planning 
for  the  first  30  days  to  address 
medical  needs  because  of  the 
massiveness  of  the  injuries  that 
occurred,"  Monroe  said.  "With 
the  search  and  rescue  people 
leaving,  80%-90%  of  the  med¬ 
ical  aid  is  leaving.  There  is  a  big 
dearth  of  medical  help." 


The  first  three  teams  of  vol¬ 
unteers  will  be  made  up  of 
medical  personnel  only. 

"The  resources  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Disaster  Relief 
network  were  being  used  in 
tsunami  response  in  Indonesia, 
Thailand  and  Sri  Lanka  prior  to 
the  earthquake,"  Monroe  said. 

"Hurricanes  Rita  and  Katrina 
have  stretched  the  resources  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
prior  to  the  current  earthquake  in 
Pakistan,  and  now  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Disaster  Relief 
network  are  being  asked  to 
address  significant  disasters  in 
multiple  parts  of  the  world. 

"The  limited  capacity  of  airlift, 
coupled  with  about  three  million 
displaced  persons,  will  present 
challenges  to  our  field  personnel 
on  the  ground  and  the  stretched 
resources  of  the  Pakistan  govern¬ 
ment,"  Monroe  said. 

"Southern  Baptists  will  be 
called  upon  to  stretch  even 
more  by  providing  volunteers 
who  can  come  ana  assist  with 
the  very,  very  difficult  work."
